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bOVIN stated he cannot recall anything else about 
this photo he saw in the DA’s office, except that it was a 
3/H profile. 



He could not identifv the photo of ERIC STARVO GALT 
as being identical with this photo at all. He said he could 
not recall anything except the name STARVO which was part of 
the complete name on the photo, but the name on the photo was 
similar to the fictitious character ERNEST STAVRO BLOFELD in 

the book.
